the exploded ‘heresy of the balance 
of trade, He does not see that. the 
reason why all the tea produced in 
Tapan goes to Amerien, is beenuse 
Americans like Japan tea, aud Eng- 
Jish consumers do not like it, and 
that there is no sentiment or effevlion 
inthe question, He dies uot see, ap- 
parently, that silver is just as much an 
Awericnn product as deills or kerosene 
oil, and that if they touk silver fur the 
greater portion uf the ten exported, the 
Japanese would be taking the results of 
the Inbour of the minors of the West, as 
in taking cotton goods they are taking 
the results of the labour of the weavers 
of the Enst, Ho adds another very 
amusing repronoli: “ yet on $14,000,000 
worth of raw silks and teas sent to us 
feom Japan no import duties wre cul- 
leoted, while we pay tribute on all of 
our exports seut to Japan!” But the 
Japanese aro clever enough to know 
that it is not from affection towards 
them, that their silk and ten are admit- 
ted into the United States free of duty, 
though Me, Habbard sooms to put it i 
that light; tea and silk are duty-free in 
the States because the U. S. tariff is a 
Protective one, and ns ten and silk are 
not grown iv the States, it is unnecs- 
sary to protect them. ‘Lhe Japanese 
tariff is, like the English. a tariff for 
rovenue only, and that is why all the 
imports from America pay “tribute” 
to Japa, 

‘The reasons that Mr, Hubbard urges 
for the scantiness of Amerionn exports 
to Japan are much the same as those 
that are being constautly impressed on 
British merohants for the decline of 
their trade; American manufacturers do 
not take the troable to court or secure 
the trade of Japan, while the wide- 
awake English manufacturer is ever 
willing to change his machinery aud 
looms “and adapt them to the exact 
sizes, patterns, widths and textures of 
the woollen and cotton aud linen goods 
demanded by the Japauese.”

SOCOTEA. 


Socotra, tho Intest territory which the 
oxigences of her position hus compelled 
England to anuex or acquire is pretty 
well known by sight to most of our 
readers, It is described as an island 
in the Indian Oceun off the east const 
of Afcica, 140 miles north-east of the 
terrible Cape Gardafui, where or near 
| to which go many goodly steamers and 
tich cargoes have been lost, The 
island is 70 miles long, 15 miles in 
average breadth, has an aren of up- 
wards of 1,000 equare miles aud from 
4,000 to 5,000 inkabitauts, designated 














as mostly Bedouins or a mongrel race 
between the Bedouins and so called 
aborigines, Its surface consita for the 
most part of a table land of from 700 
to 800 feet high and low plains skirt 
the northern and southern shores, 
With the exception of a few rivalete 
all (he etreaws ran dry at a certain 
seuson ; reservoirs and wells are theres 
fore relied upon for supplies of water 
which can generally be obtained a few 
feot under the surface, Generally the 
soil is unfertile, and the obief if not the 
only articles of export are aloes, snid to 
be the finest in the world, and dragous 
blood, So much we learn from an 
Euosclopedia, aud the Bombay Gazette 
supplements this rather dry account, 
of Socotra by some facts abont the 
recent history of the isiand. Accord- 
ing to ove accvunt, our Contemporary 
suys, Socotra belongs to the family 
of the Imam of Buseat, with whose 
it principally trndes; but the 
Gazette believes that ile suzerainty 
rewides in the Sultan of Keshin, @ 
Chief ov the Arabian coast who collects 
from the Sultan of Socotra a yearly 
tribute of two hundred dollars, The 
utter magunte rejoices in the imposing 
uames of “Ali bin Abdulla Salem bin 
Saad bin Lowaree bin Afreer, has 
political relations with the Aden Re- 
sidoucy, and is entitled to a nine 
gun sulute, A few yenrs ago he 
entered into an engagement with 
the British Government in which he 
bound himself, his heirs aud succes. 
sors, to protect any vessel, foreign or 
British, with the crew, pussongers and 
cargo, that might be wreeked on his 
territory, For thie hospitality he ree 
ceives a yeurly allowance of three 
hundred and sixty dollars.” From the 
enrliest times which we have any 
kuowledge of Socotra seoms to have 
been the haunt of thieves aud pirater, 
For Marco Polo says that the Cor. 
snirs came there in multitudes, enoampe 
ed and put up this plunder to sale; 
“aud this they do to good profit, for 
tho Christians of the Island purchase 
it, kuowing well that it is Saracen or 
au gear.” Aud two to three cone 
before Ser Maroo’s time the place 
hind the same evil reputation, for in 
a note to the above passage, Colonel 
Yale, quoting Mas‘udi, says: |“ Socotra 
ia one of the stations frequented by the 
Indiau coreairs which chase the Arab 
shipe bound for India and China.” Aud 
now, many centuries ‘ater Socotra is to 
be turned by western nation into one 
of the great chain of fortresses or at 
least guard posts with which its empire 
is bound together aud its trade and ius 
trust protected, In no other than em. 
perial interests can the possession of 
this island be of service to England, 
and considering that Perim is already 
is our possession, we are somewhat 
doubtful of Socotra being of much use 
tous, It is not a desirable possession, 
as our Bowbay contemporary remarks ; 
its acquisition has doubtless been forced 
on our Government by the energy with 
which Germany has been pushing her 
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cvlonizing in the ovuntries on the op- 
posite African shore. In a very few 
yeara German interests in Enst Africa 
might have obliged the Berlin Govern. 
ment to acquire Sucotra, aud the hoist- 
ing of the British fing there prevents 
this, The nctivily of Germany and 
France in colonizing the hitherto ne- 
gleoted regions of the earth, though it 
may ultimately turn ont to the advan. 
tage of the parent aud other countries, 
is likely to cost Euglund a good deal 
of money in the meantime and, in 
commercial phrase, to lock up valuable 
resource: men aud material, There
